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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 8-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding Claim 8,11,13 and 14, the quotes around the terms "L-shaped" 
section is not understood and cast doubts on the indefiniteness of the structure. 
In other words, what is the difference between the claimed structure with and 
without quotes? Also, in lines 3 and 4, for example in Claim 8, there are two 
occurrences where closed quotes have been omitted. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 ,2,4,5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Burgmyer (4438437). 

Regarding Claims 1 ,2,4,5 and 7, Burgmyer shows a folded and tapped monopole 
20a,21a, which is also bent, printed onto a surface 12,29, with taps 22,23 and 27 
arranged and connected as claimed. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3,6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Burgmyer (4438437). 

The size of the folded monopole is strictly determined by frequency of design and 
operation. At some particular frequency, a folded monopole is less than the area 
claimed here. Thus, a skilled artisan would have found it obvious to provide a 
folded monopole in the claimed area, particularly in upper microwave bands. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 8-1 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. Claims 19-34 are allowed. 

9. The patents to Kumpfbeck et al. (5151707), Altshuler (5289198) and Schlegel et 
al. (6051955) are cited as of interest showing folded monopole antennas.
